Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not found persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Saunders does not disclose leaf springs which are angled and wedged between the walls of the recess. Figure 2 of 
Saunders clearly shows a rounded end of the clips with the round protrusion wedged between the top and bottom portions of the recess in 
which they are located. 

Applicant further argues that Ueda discloses O-rings and not springs. A spring is defined as an element which reverts to its original shape 
after being deformed. It is unclear why Applicant does not believe the O-ring of Ueda to be a spring. 

Applicant additionally argues that no disclosure is made as to a rounded recess or groove in the disclosed references. As discussed in the 
prior office action, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that in order to improve conductivity between an electrode and a target, 
basic principles of electricity would require as much electrical contact between the electrode and target as possible. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to round the recess or groove of an O-ring to increase the 
contact area between adjoining plates..
